The five-nation united front attempting to 
negotiate the release of 54 hijacked hoatagea in 
Jordan is divided and show* signs of cracking, it was 
learned Friday. 

Informed diplomatic sources in London do not 
discount the complete and perhaps imminent collapse 
of joint efforts to free the captive passengers. 


WASHINGTON — The United States is posi¬ 
tioning planes, weapons and troops in and around 
the Middle East to intervene in Jordan it President 
Nixon decides help is necessary to prevent guerrillas 
from ousting King Husaein and to recover the 54 air¬ 
liner hostages.. 

The judgment here was that the 50,000-man 
Jordanian army will be able to put down the guer¬ 
rillas. who probably have fewer than 10,000 men 
under arms. But if Syria and Iraq intervene, as 
threatened, the Jordanian 'loyalists 11 might need aid.

WASHINGTON (A P) — 
President Nixon signed orders 
Friday blocking a threatened 
United States wide rail strike 
for 60 days. 

., Acting under provisions of 
the Railway Labor Act, Nixon 
created a five-member fact- 
finding board to look into the 
dispute between four unions 
■lid some 160 rail lines. 

If settlements are not 
Arranged at the end erf 60 
Says, the unions would b# 
tee to strike— unless Con¬ 
gress should enact emergency 
legislation in the interim. 

W. J. Uaery, assistant labor 
■ecretary, told reporters at 
toe White House the Nixon 
administration had hoped to 


win union-industry agree- 
emergency procedures and 
ments without resort to 
that it was “with great 
reluctance" that the labor 
dtp! rtment recommended 
signing of the orders. 

The four unions Involved 
represent about 400,000 rail 
employees — about 70 per 
cent of all those employed by 
the industry. 

A strike had been set for 
Sept. 10 but the government 
won union agreement to ex¬ 
tend discussions for five days 
— a move followed by a 
federal court order Tuesday 
blocking any selective strikes 
against some of the rail lines 
involved.

"victory is near.”

Causes of Edema 
Many and Varied 
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Diplomatic and other re¬ 
ports broadcast by radio from 
Amman said fierce fighting 
continued for the second

Salt restriction is important 
in kidney and liver edema, 
but of course intensive treat¬ 
ment to control the basic 
disorders is mandatory. 
Diuretics can help. Indeed, 
diuretics to encourage greater 
release of fluids by the body 
are useful in most forms of 
edema except those due to 
allergy, tight garments, and 
garters and panty girdles also varicose veins, 
can restrict circulation 
enough to cause swelling in 
the legs and ankles. 

Kidney disorders (Bright's 
disease or other conditions 
involving the glomeruli, or 
tiny filtering units in the 
kidneys) are another notori¬ 
ous cause at edema.

In this case, fluid 
accumulated In the abdomen 
creating a protruding pot 
belly, but swelling of the legs 
also is usually noted.

The countries directly con¬ 
cerned are the United States, 
Brittain, West Germany, Swit¬ 
zerland and Israel. Thus far 
the five have coordinated 
their contacts with guerrilla 
groups through a special 
diplomatic task force set up 
in Berne, Switzerland. 

Their unified position calls 
for the release of all airline 
hostages in exchange for 
seven Arab commandos now 
held In Britain. West Ger¬ 
many and Switzerland. The 
Popular Front for the Libera¬ 
tion of Palestine is tlso 
demanding the release of an 
unspecified number of per¬ 
sons from Israeli Jails. 

The guerrillas who hijacked 
the four airliners last week 
said Friday every American 
In the Middle East will 
become their target if the 
United States tends troops 
into Jordan. 

A statement issued by the 
PFLP said: "No American 
will be safe if there is a U.S. 
m i litary intervention. We 
have shown the world that we 
can carry out our threats." 

Asked if the front would kill 
the hijack hostages, a spokes¬ 
man said: "Not only the 
hostages but all Americana.” 

The Swiss government pro¬ 
posed Friday that the hijack 
hostages be transferred to 
another Arab country where 
they would be exchanged for 
seven Arab guerrillas In 
European prisons. 

But the hijackers said they 
would Ignore the request. 

Aa the Jordan crisis 
worsens, division among the 
five nations is likely to 
increase. The problem, said 
one source, is that the 
hostages are becoming pawns 
in another game and thus the 
solution Is more urgent, even 
if it la a partial solution for 
some and not all the captives.

Talks Put Off 
On ‘Menace’ 

Of Air Piracy 

MONTREAL (CP) — The governing council of 
the International Civil Aviation Organization post¬ 
poned discussion Friday on proposals to suspend air 
services to and from offending countries. 


The discussions were put 
off to Sept 29 after Canada 
and the United Statee proposed 
the suspensions and urged 
other world nations to adopt 
this stand. 

John Volpa, US. secretary 
of transport, described ate 
piracy aa an “international 
menace” and called for a 
multilateral boycott of any 
atata that: 

• Detaila for “inter- 
national blackmail purpoaes” 
passengers and craw of any 
aircraft that baa been un¬ 
lawfully seized; 

• Or fails to extradite or 
proaeoute pereona responsible 
for acta of unlawful seizure 
involving the detention of 
passengers, crew or aircraft 
for international blackmail.

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In Defence of Independence 


,rr*HE CLOSE ASSOCIATION of Walter Gordon 
1 with tht newly-organized Committee for an 
Independent Canada is hardly surprising In view of 
bis past attachment to the principle of economic 
nationalism. But it may raise a few eyebrows 
nevertheless; becaree when Mr. Gordon resigned 
from the Liberal cabinet for the second time in 
1968 the surmise was that he would abandon a 
fight which had alienated him from his party and 
roused some public suspicion as to his motives- 

The alms of this committee, which is reported 
io have the backing of many prominent, far- 
sighted Canadians, are simple enough and 
^resistible to someone like Mr. Gordon. 

The purpose is “to establish a dfmate in 
Canada whereby the future of the country is more 
Bkely to be preserved," explained Jack McLelland, 
Toronto publisher. 

Mr. Gordon, a co-chairman, amplified; "The 
committee does not want to make life difficult for 
the government but just wants to help govern¬ 
ments move in certain directions somewhat 
faster" 

One of these directions is the Canadian 
Pevelopment Corporation, first proposed by Mr. 
Gordon himself in 1963. It would encourage 
Canadian investment in industry with special 
incentives. 

* Claude Ryan, the fiery editor of Le Devoir, co- 
chairman with Mr. Gordon, calls the organization 
?a rational alternative to separatism." 

Among other policies it is committed to the 
greater autonomy of Canadian trade unions; more 
definite Canadian orientation in schools, from the 
elementary upwards, and, hopefully, In universities 


and, of course, the repatriation of the Canadian 
economy. 

It may he that Mr. Gordon has no intention by 
his association with this group of "making life 
difficult'* for the government, as he put it But if 
the committee catches the public imagination as It 
very well may, and if the Conservative Opposition 
in the Commons makes use of its program In the 
continuing quest for “issues" on which to prod the 
government it may have tremendous political 
implication 

“We can do the things that are necessary to 
retain control of our economy and thus maintain 
our Independence,” wrote Mr. Gordon when he was 
still a power in the Liberal party. “Or we can 
acquiesce in becoming a colonial dependency of the 
United States, with no prospect except the hope of 
eventual absorption." 

When Peter Newman was making an 
appraisal of Mr. Gordon’s position of that time, the 
well-known political commentator said: “His aim 
was statesmanlike: to alter the Canadian economic 
setting and gradually draw the people behind him 
in an all-out attempt to recapture control over the 
nation's economic destiny." 

For one reason or another Mr. Gordon could 
never convince his colleagues of the merit of his 
caffe. Yet in theory it has exciting appeal. 

Perhaps now, through the Committee for sn 
Independent Canada, and perchance with support 
of some other political party than the Liberal, it 
may be possible to begin the repatriation process 
so that at some future date more stringent, and less 
acceptable measures may be avoided In the defence 
of what is left of Canada’s vanishing economic 
independence. 


Home Talent Neglected 


T HE RECENT EMPLOYMENT by Air Canada 
of a foreign business consulting firm to reor- 

K and streamline its operations has run into 
iriticism — this time by the people who feel 
b could have been done just as well, If not 
better, by using Canadian talent. 

To president of the Institute of Management 
Consultants of Ontario, Kenneth R. Oswell, It was 
disturbing enough when major assignments were 
■warded to U.S. or U K. consultants when the skills 
required are available at home; but when the 
gward is made by a government or government 
■gency it is doubly hard to swallow. 

► The fact that between 5 and 10 per cent of 
Canadian consultants' revenue comes from work 
done outside Canada indicates to the Institute 
president that there cannot be much wrong with 
the capability of the home product; 

On the other hand about one third of the main 
consulting work done in Canada is by foreign 
consultants, which leads to the conclusion that a 
prophet finds no honor in his own country. 


Mr. Oswell will probably find he has many 
sympathisers, notably among those who have been 
axed by foreign-suggested changes of management 
policy, and most certainly by those who want to 
see Canada retain as much as possible Its own 
identity and sphere of influence. 

In the past few years there have been many 
important Canadian companies which have bought 
the advice of foreign consultants in their business 
operations with the result that they have lost in 
many instances their Canadian touch. 

This Is unfortunate, particularly when a 
government agency such as Air Canada ignores 
qualified Canadian advice for conclusions of a 
foreign agency. 

If Canada wants to grow up along with its 
main competitors it must realize it la not enough to 
be the purveyer of its abundant natural resources 
and little else. Those who are struggling hard to 
show that Canada has the native talent as well as 
the raw material have surely the right to expect 
support at least from government levels.

William Joyce, Lord Haw 
Haw, was sentenced to death 
far treason 25 yean ago today 
— In 1945 — after spending the 
years of the Second World War 
in Nazi Germany, broadcasting 
p ropaganda against Britain. 
Joyce was born In the United 
States but lived 18 yean in 
Britain and in 1933, by declaring 
himself a British subject, ob¬ 
tained a British paMpcrt. This 
he renewed tn 1819 and a year 
later waa employed fay the 
German government. Despite an 


appeal to the House of Lords, 
Joyce was executed.

One other deduction from 
these observable facts is that 
reopening the Suez Canal would 
have a profound effect on the 
world's oil markets by reducing 
toe time and coat of delivering 
mid-eastern oil to the two great 
consuming markets, ’ western 
Europe and the United States. 

The impact on oil exploration, 
development and marketing In 
the Alaskan and Canadian Arc¬ 
tic theatres is incalculable.

If these speculations suggest a 
loosely co-ordinited plan for 
peace in the Middle East, it 
would appear that the hijacking 
Palestine guerrillas may have 
thrown aand into the gears. 
Indubitably they have slowed 
down, perhaps halted com¬ 
pletely, a much to be desired 
progress towards peace. 

The guerrillas, however, may 
not have the last word. However

Taxpayers Being ‘Swindled’ 


Taxpayers are unwittingly, 
through permissive legisla¬ 
tion , spending exorbitant 
■urns In underwrite the ex¬ 
penditures of the B.C. Sahool 
Trustees Association, accord¬ 
ing to two Saanich school 
board trustees. 

“The association's budget 
for tiie coming year will be in 
the region of half a million 
dollars, and this money is 
oointeg right from the tax¬ 
payers," said Zachary Hamil¬ 
ton in an interview. 

He said Saanich school 
board pays * $6,000 annual 
fee tor membanhip, Sooke ■ 
similar amount, while Vic¬ 
toria pays some $25,000 to 
membership fee* which are 
based on the school popula¬ 
tion. 

Trustee Gordon Ewan took 
special excaption to the cost 
of the trustees convention to 
he held in Victoria Oct. 11 to 
14 as well as to the member¬ 
ship fees. 

*T cannot aee a single Item 
In the agenda that would 
benefit our pupils or the 
public at large," Ewan told 
the Colonist. 

"I would not apart my awn 
money to attend, o a n e u fue m fy 
I will not ask ratepayers to 
sponsor me to this infamous 
swindle/' he added. 

Hamilton said he frit mem¬ 
bership fa the BCSTA was 
valuable, and he also frit that 


conventions provided trustees 
with a chance to exchange 
ideas and improve fhair own 
school district. 

"But I do object to the cost. 
The taxpayer is being asked 
to pay a $25 registration fee 
for delegates and pick up the 
tab for all the expanses,” be 
said.

'The trustees received 
verbal replies, and assurances 
from Education Minister 
Donald Brothers that he 
would work to keep school 
construction moving—and he 
went right back to Victoria 
and announced a frees*,’’ said 
Hamilton. 

"In two years since I have

as they are accustomed to, in 
spite of the contrary advioe," 
he said In an Interview here. 
POUack. is director of the 
kidney division at Michael 
Reese Hospital, Chicago.

protein in the urine. 

The notion teat a low-salt 
diet would be good for 
pregnant women probably 
started because of the false 
belief that the kidneys work 
tee same In pregnant women 
as in non-pregnant ones, he 
said. 

But Pollack said, recent 
studies show teat the kidneys 
•faring pregnancy were tor 
more active. Although the 
amount of urine remains 
about the same, the kidneys 
step up their filtering action 
as much as 40 per cent, tee 
physician said.

Christian was probably first 
intended more as a nickname 
than a compliment but it 
caught on and was accepted 
fty od characterization of 
GhfUTi followers who had 
been known formerly simply 
as “those of the way."

Kevin Wiseman of the Catho¬ 
lic Church who ia in Europe, 
a welcome was given on 
behalf of the parish by John 
Nyblrk at ParksvHle.

Mahood expressed apprecia¬ 
tion to all who had made the

TORONTO (CP) — George 
Cram, 32, of Toronto, one of 
10 trained staffers sent to 
Venezuela three years ago by 
toe Anglican Church of Can¬ 
ada, said In an Interview that 
full review of all overseas 
programs by the church ia 
under way because of the 
Venezuela failure of a $300,000 
self-help project. 

Cram, who was assigned to 
Maracay, inland from Ca¬ 
racas, along with his wife 
Sheila, remained in Venezuela 
to continue the program after 
the other eight workers were 
returned t o Canada last 
summer. 

He said the program failed 
chiefly because the staffers 
were assigned to areas where 
they had "to work from 
scratch." C/ am, however, 
was loaned to the Venezuelan 
Anglican Church and worked 
on their programs. 

"Without a link to tha 
country, aa my wife and I had 
with the Maracay Anglican 
Church, toe rest of the 
program was bound to fail," 
he said. 

“When they tried to work 
from scratch, they ran into 
problems of finance, planning 
and language difficulties." 

The church blamed bad 
communications, weak plan¬ 
ning, vague goals and inept 
administration for failure of 
the program designed to 
provide leaderahlp for self- 
improvement projects among 
the poor of the country.

Potato Tips

la thi rural garden. anyway, protv 
ably the most important vegetable crop 
for winter storage is the potato, 
although personally this !■ one vege¬ 
table I prefer to leave to the 
commercial growers. 

We grow Just a few earlles as a 
special testa treat, for the flavor of 
home-grown, baby new potatoes In 
cream eauoe (a out of tola world but 
matocrop potatoes for storage Is 
something eke again. 

For one thing, potatoes are so cheap 
and plentiful to buy In winter; I would 
sooner use oar limited garden space to 
grow vegetables which are expensive, 
or hand to oorae by, or those which lose 
moat of their freshness and Savor white 
passing though the channels of trade. 

For another, we don’t have very 
good storage facilities In our house; our 
basement la too warm and too dry for 
potatoes. Then again, lifting potatoes by 
hand labor Is such a wearying and 
backbreaking task. I’d Just as soon 
leave the Job to the blg-acreage, 
commercial growers. 


They have the ideal potato soil, 
otherwise they wouldn't be specialising 
to Oils crop, and with their know-how, 
their especially formulated potato ferti¬ 
lizers and their mechanical planters and 


harvesters, they nan turn out a better 
potato than I can, anyhow. 

However, If you have grown maincrop 
potatoes, there are a few precautions 
you should observe in lifting and storing 
them. 

In the first place. It certainly 
doesn't pay to dig them up too soon 
because when potatoes are not fully 
mature, they won't keep will in storage. 
Moreover, the skins ocme off iq the 
cooking, and same toads bail up all 
xnuahy and wet when harvested in an 
immature state. So, if your spuds ore to 
be sacked up for winter storage. It la 
best to leave them in the ground until 
the topgrowth has ripened and lost most 
of its green coloring. 

* * * 

By the same token, you mustn’t 
leave them tat foe ground too late, for it 
fall rains ocme along, it la possible that 
each of year new potatoes will sprout in 
foe ground and start grossing an Its 
own, which ruins It for staring. 

A simple test Is to nib foe skin with 
your thumb, a it rolls off like rubber, 
the tuber is still Immature and not yet 
ready tor harvesting. 

When you go out to dig your 
potatoes, leave them out in the sun and 
air for a few hours to dry off a bit 
before sacking them and bringing them 
indoors. 


Don’t leave thorn toe long In foe sun, 
though, or foe skins will turn green, and 
that isn’t good. About half a day of 
sunshine and drying wind Is enough. 

For etorage, potatoes need a cool, 
dark place with good ventilation and 
high air humidity. The ideal tempera¬ 
ture range Is 38 to 40 degrees, A lower 
temperature will develop an tsaplasiant 
sweetish flavor, white wa rm t h will 
Start them spro u tin g before foe winter 
is half over. Ideal humidity is W per 
cent. These, of course, ore ideal 
conditions — something to shoot at — 
and I don't suppose one hone gardener 
in a thousand can cone anywhere near 
these optimum figures,

Don’t go piling year sacks of 
potatoes in a heap. Try to apaoa them 
out a bit, far spuds always sweat a bit 
in storage, and if you don’t have good 
air circulation around them, they may 
take on a musty flavor or may even go 
mouldy.

Our veneration of foe 
machine in foil computer age 
has led us to a subtle but 
definite downgrading of the 
human brain. We forget that 
in order to make a machine 
that seems smarter than 
man, man must be smarter 
than the machine. 

The human brain contains 
about ten billion neurons; 
each of these cells lx con¬ 
nected with hundreds, and 
a o m etimes thousands, of 
others. No machine ever 
devised by man could ap¬ 
proach the complexity and 
versatility of foe human 
brain. 


According to Arthur 
Samuel, consultant to IBM’s 
research deportment, the 
chance of constructing an

Rubella Program 

Vaccinations 
Reach 1,000 
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About 1,000 children were 
immunized Friday against 
German measles (rubella I 
during the first day of a mass 
vaccination program in 
Greater Victoria elementary 
schools. 

Nurses said the most un¬ 
usual aspect of the vaccina¬ 
tions was the reaction of the 
youngsters—there were fewer 
screaming and crying epi¬ 
sodes than are usually en¬ 
countered. 

They explained that this 
probably was because the 
needles were of such sharp¬ 
ness that they went under the 
skin tearing a minimum of 
tissue. 

* A *• 

The disposable needles and 
syringes have comp with the 
vaccine from the) manufac¬ 
turer. 

The elementary school 
immunization program will 
continue through Oct. 2. Spe¬ 
cial dines for pre-school age 
children will be held Satur¬ 
day, Sept. 26, and again on 
Saturday, Oct. 3. 

The vaccine, which contains 
the live German measles 
virus, is being administered 
to children 12 years and 
under. 

There generally are few 
adverse reactions to the 
vaccine. The rare cases of 
reaction include slight swell¬ 
ing of some lymph nodes, a 
mild rash and slight tempera¬ 
ture elevation. However, the 
conditions do not persist. 


At least two Victoria pedia¬ 
tricians have suggested that 
parents decline to sign im¬ 
munization consent forms if 
the mothers are in the early 
stages of pregnancy. They 
point out that there is a 
remote chance of her catch¬ 
ing the virus introduced into 
the child by Jthe vaccine.

To the few parents who 
have asked for their consent 
forms back, or have not 
signed the forms because of 
fears of re-infection, public 
health officials have said that 
the vaccine will be available 
at a later date and they 
might want their children 
immunized at that time.

Syria Movins Arms to Guerrillas 


U.S. Beefs Mideast Forces 


The five-nation united front attempting to 
negotiate the release of 54 hijacked hostages in 
Jordan is divided and shows signs of cracking, it was 
learned Friday. 

Informed diplomatic sources in London do not 
discount the complete and perhaps imminent collapse 
of joint efforts to free the captive passengers. 


WASHINGTON — The United States is posi¬ 
tioning planes, weapons and troops in and around 
the Middle East to intervene in Jordan if President 
Nixon decides help is necessary to prevent guerrillas 
from ousting King Hussein and to recover the 54 air¬ 
liner hostages. 

The judgment here was that the 50,000-man 
Jordanian army will be able to put down the guer¬ 
rillas, who probably have fewer than 10,000 men 
under arms.

The liquor store could be 
one reason for the continued 
existence of Zeballos. It was 
the only vendor in the entire 
Nootka Sound region, with the 
next one at Tofino, 75 miles 
away. 

After the disappearance of 
gold in 1945, no mining was 
done until the late 1950s, when 
iron ore was discovered. By 
1968, however, even this 
source of funds had dis¬ 
appeared. 

The town was subsequently 


occupied by the Tahsis 
Compabt which used It as its 
operations base. The company 
promised a road into 
Zebailoa, and It was this road 
which was begun lest Oc¬ 
tober. 

The total effect at the new 
road will take several years 
to show. But to many of the 
residents, it will mean a new 
freedom. 

Charlene Warbriek, 15, is 
now attending school In Woes 
Lake, 95 miles from Zeb- 
batios. “Before tiie road came 
in we had to take the terry to 
Gold River, then drive down 
from there. The road will 
mean that I can go home and 
visit my family on tbe 
weekend.” 

* * * 

Christmas shopping is 
another at the tilings Charlene 
will look forward to. “Up 
until this year we would Just 
send away from the cstaloge 
and hope for tbe best. Now 
we will be able to go into 
Campbell River for the week¬ 
end and shop in tbe stores.” 

Entertainment for those of 


Charlene's age is mainly do-it- 
yourself. 

“There Is no television and 
radio reception is very bad. It 
comes in at night, but only if 
the weather ta good. And we 
have about 150 inches of rain 
per year. There are two 
telephones In town — one la a 
pay phone in front of the 
bote!, tbe other la a private 
one in the cafe.” 

“But there really Is plenty 
to do. I read and babysit, and 
sometimes I bake.” Another 
pastime is playing in one of 
the many homes deserted 
after the 1935 gold rush. 

"I guess that I've been in 
all the old empty houses and 
hotels there. But after a tew, 
It's not quite so exciting.”

Zeballos la no longer an 
Isolated community, and its 
residents are happy to have 
been brought this step closer 
to civilization. In a parade 
sponsored by residents, one 
car sported a sign, “Campbell 
River, watch out Zebailoa 
has hunting, fishing and 
photography.”

Ballard, who was working 
as motorcycle policemen at 
the time, said: “I never used 
to know who would be in tbe 
house.” 

Cana dlan servicewomen 
also stayed at tiie bouse an 
occasion, and Ballard said 
some were there to meet him 
In Winnipeg with cries of, 
“ain't be gorgeous.” 


During the war, Mrs. Bat- 
land wrote to parents and 
wives of the servicemen, and 
since then has kept up a 
correspondence with more tha 
100. Each Christmas they 
receive about 123 cards from 
Canada. 

Another one of her projects 
has been sending birthday 
cards to the children of their 
boys. They have no children 
of their own. 

Mrs. Ballard said one of the 
best parts at the trip has been 
meeting wives and families at 
the ex-servioemen. 


She said they were “abso¬ 
lutely sta ggered'* when they 
first heard of the trip and, 'T 
don’t know how we’re going 
to settle doom when we get 
back; we have been ao 
spoiled.” 

Falk said: “It is nothing 
compared to what they did 
for us." “They were a lovely

Probation Officer Sees Outbreak 

Glue Use Touches Duncan 


By KLAUS MUENTER 

DUNCAN — Authorities say 
they are confronted with an 
outbreak of glue and nail- 
polish - remover sniffing by 
youngsters ranging in age 
from 8 to 16 years. However, 
the average age is about 12 
Probation Officer Robert 
Purgavle said. 

The delirtanta are extreme¬ 
ly toxic and can cause chronic 
mental confusion and coma 
and sometimes death, and the 
kidneys, brain, bone marrow 
and liver are vulnerable to 
damage from these drugs. 
Purgavle said. 

* it it 

Agents including solvents, 
volatile substances in lighter 
fluid, gasoline, model airplane 
glue and nail polish remover, 
may be obtained by these 
youngster*, and no law exists 
against glue sniffing. 

Purgavle stated glue sniff¬ 
ing is practiced most fre¬ 
quently by youngsters be¬ 
tween 10 and 18 years erf age. 
The glue Is usually squeezed 
into a sock, handkerchief, 
paper or plastic bag which is 
placed over the nose and 
mouth. 

After a number of inhala¬ 
tions, the individual experi¬ 
ences a type of exhilaration 
resembling tiie initial effects 
of alcohol intoxication. 

★ * ★ 

Blurring of vision, ringing 
in the ears, slurred speech 
and staggering gait are com¬ 
mon, as are confusion, hallu¬ 
cinations or delusions and 
disturbed, irrational behavior. 

Hie probation officer said 
although most young people 
will experiment only once or 
twice with these products, 
there We others who will 
continue to do so even though 


they are made aware of the 
possible danger. 

This usually Includes people 
who have emotional, psycho¬ 
logical and social problems 
and in seme instances physi¬ 
cal disorders which require 
Investigation and treatment. 

Purgavle said in one case a 
16-year old boy In whose 
family there is an alcohol 
problem sniffs because it is a 
cheap way of getting drunk. 

“At the moment we know of 
about 12 cases, but there may 
be many more. We are 


spreading the word around to 
the parents and to the 
youngsters on an Individual 
basis, and sometime in the 
near future we hope to have a 
doctor speak to them as a 
group. 

“The only thing we can 
hope to do is to educate them. 
Many of them, once they are 
aware of the danger, drop It. 
It is unlike marijuana. Some 
claim marijuana is good, and 
others say it is bad, but with 
the sniffing we know it is 
very bad, and it can kill.
